STATEMENT OF SERVICES FOR WHICH THE DE¬ 
CORATION HAS BEEN AWARDED 

On the intervening night of 17th/18th September, 1988. 
while Shri Abdul Rashid, Constable was performing guard 
duty at the residence of Deputy Inspector General of Police, 
Kashmir, Shri A. M. Watali, an intruder approached him after 
sneaking through the gate and asked him whether Shri Watali 
was in the house or not as he wanted to meet him. Cons¬ 
table Abdul Rashid told the intruder that It was not the time 
to see the Deputy Inspector General. Hearing this, the 
intruder Immediately took out a gun from underneath his 
‘Chadhar* and pointed it at the Constable ordering him to 
‘Hands Up’. Constable Abdul Rashid while apparently 
obevinc the order of the Intruder displayed presence of mind 
of highest deirree and caught hold of the muzzle of the gun 
and lowered it towards the ground while grappling with him. 
Meanwhile, another intruder who was covering the first 
Intruder at some height tired at the Constable, who got a 
bulled in his thigh and fell down, Tnsp’te of this, he did not 
loose his grip on the intruder and his gunn and tried to turn 
the muzzle of the same cun towards the intruder and fired 
hitting 'he right wrist of the intruder. Meanwhile, the 
accomnlice covering this intruder was Intermittently firing as 
a result of which the first Intruder got several shots on hls 
richt arm and one shot hit hls back as a result of which he 
fell down seriously Injured. 

The sound of 'he gun fire and the shouts of Constable 
Abdul Rnshid attracted other members of the guard and 
orderlies who were inside the guard-room. Thev came out 
and challenged the intruders who beat their retreat and 
vanished into darkness, firing while runnlg away. The iniured 
intruder and Constahle Rashid were immediately rushed to 
hosni'nl where the injured fntmder was identified as Aiaz 
Ahmed Dor. a notorious activist of Muslim United Front 
with a Police record. The injured intruder died In the 
hospital later on.

On the 23rd October, 1987. at about 1430 hours, informa¬ 
tion was received that a dreaded terrorist Balkar Singh along 
wi'b his associates, had gathered in a farm house in village 
Kolowal under Police Station Lonoke and were planning to 
strike in a big wav in one of the local minority nockets. Shri 
R. P. Gantam. Assistant Commandant. 24 Battalion. Central 
Reserve Police Force alonnwith other CRPF personnel in two 
ieens mshed to conduct r>dd on the hide-out and nab the 
terrorists. On the way Shri Gnutam on wireless, alerted 
Police Station I evnote and CRPF posts at Chownawan for 
more police personnel with a view to seal all possible escape 
routes, 


Head Constable Inder Raj Singh, 24 Battalion, CRPF of 
Chowgawan post, was directed to take his section via Khyala 
village and lay a cordon at the back of the farm house of 
terrorist Major Singh in Lolowai village. By about 1600 
hours the farm house was completely cordoned at the back 
and confirmation to this effect was passed on to Shri R. P. 
Gautam who had approached with the party and was awaiting 
signal. 

As the raiding group headed by Shri Gautam closed-in, 
hectic activities in the farm house were noticed. The raiding 
party rushed towards the house but they found that the terro¬ 
rists had espacsd into the standing crops. Shri Gautam 
alerted the cordon party to form an extended line of their 
men and ordered them to advance through the standing crops. 
As the raiding party elosed-in, the terrorists opened fire from 
three different directions. The Police party immediately took 
positions and returned the fire. On being fired upon, two of 
the three terrorists abandoned their positions and withdrew 
from their positions but the third terrorist kept on firing. 
Shri Gautam with a view to outflank him. crawled to his 
right through the paddy crons amid heavy firing and approach¬ 
ed a water pump house. In the meantime Shri Inder Raj 
Singh, Head Constable saw the Assistant Commandant trving 
to get closer to the terrorist. The other two terrorists noticed 
his move and opened heavv firing on him. In order to extri¬ 
cate Shri Gautam from this precarious position, who was 
bndlv pinned down. Head Constable Inder Raj Singh in com¬ 
plete disregard to his personal safety, took position behind a 
tree and kept on engaging both the terrorists and forced them 
to retreat. Shri Gautam waited for the terrorist to exb n ust 
rounds filled in hls piRtol magazine. As the terrorist pulled 
out his magazine to re-flll it. Shri Gautam made a lightening 
dRsh towards the terrorist and pounced upon him. His inten¬ 
tion was to capture the terrorist alive. The extremist was 
completely taken aback. This followed a fienco grappling 
with a much young and desperate killer. During the sniffle. 
Shri Gautam gave the terrorist a scathing blow with his knee 
into his groin and sent him reeling on the ground. Before 
the terrorist could be dis-nrmed, he suddenly regained his 
balance and made a desnarate attempt to over-nower Shri 
Gautam and snatch his weapon, but with uuicker reflexes 
Shri Gautam fired a hurst from his sien-carbine and killed 
the terrorist on the snot. However, the other two terrorists 
managed to escape through the paddy fields, 

In this encounter Shri R. P. Gautam. Assistant Comman¬ 
dant. dlsnlaved conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion 
to duty of a high order.

STATEMENT OF SERVICES FOR WHICH THE DE¬ 
CORATION HAS BEEN AWARDED 


On the 8th June, 1988, at about 11.25 P.M., a section of 
44 Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force, posted at village 
Tbandey, was heavily attacked by terrorists from three direc¬ 
tions. The terrorists numbering about 6/9 fired rockets from 
a concealed position a top the roof of a house about 150 
yards away from the post. One of the rockets pierced 
through the ventilator of the room and exploded after hitting 
the inside of the front side wall injuring ail the imitates of 
the rooms. Firing of rockets was followed by automatic 
arms fire. Shri A. G. Pathar, Head Constable was seriously 
injured by the splinters of the rocket but without caring for 
the injuries und personal safety, he sprung into action and 
ordered his men to return the fire. He also informed his 
Company Headquarter for rc-inforcement and himself took 
position and fired at the terrorists. In defending his post,! 
he was fulally wounded and succumbed to his injuries, 


Constable K. Hazarika, who was on sentry duty, effectively 
engaged the terrorists with his fire but sustained serious head 
injury by a flying splinters of the rocket. This did not, how¬ 
ever, deter him from his task and he continued firing on the 


terrorists. His sustained and effective fire pinned down the 
terrorists forcing them ultimately to flee. The terrorists had 
planned the attack very carefully with the twin motive of 
annihilating the Central Reserve Police Force section and 
seizing their weapons and secondly of killing the family of 
Sukhdev Singh, who were under protection of the Central 
Reserve Police Force section. Constable Hazarika, who had 
been seriously Injured, fell unconscious near his post. He 
was rushed to SGTB Hospital, Amritsar by the re-inforce- 
ment party. Later he was taken by special plane to PGI 
Chandigarh where he was operated upon and 4 splinters were 
removed from his brain. 

In this encounter Shri A. G. Pathar, Head Constable and 
Shri K. Hazarika, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

STATEMENT OF SERVICES FOR WHICH THE DE¬ 
CORATION HAS BEEN AWARDED 

On the 9th November, 1987, information was received that 
a group of terrorists armed with sophisticated automatic 
weapons were hiding in Bejigran Basli, Moga, District 
Fandkot, Punjab. Snri Ram Kumar, Deputy Superintendent 
of Police, and Shri Raj Pal Singh, Inspector of Police (now 
Deputy Superintendent of Police), alongwith 52 police officers/ 
men reached Moga on 10th November, 1987 to raid the hide¬ 
out. On reaching Moga, they got the information that the 
terrorists may leave the hide-out at about 4 A.M. next morn¬ 
ing for some other place. Shri Ram Kumar and Shri Raj 
Pal Singh decided to raid the hide-out at mid-night so as not 
to allow the terrorists to escape. However, the local police 
of Moga warned the raiding party and apprised them of the 
imminent danger of life in carrying out raids during dark 
hours as it was a highly terrorist-infested area. The police 
party led by Shri Ram Kumar scaled over 14 feet high wall 
and took positions in the courtyard, whereas other party led 
by Inspector Raj Pal Singh forced open the main gate of the 
hide-out. Both the parties started mopping-up towards the 
terrorists and finally caught hold of one of the terrorists viz. 
Harsaran Singh of Tarn Taran, District Amritsar. On interro¬ 
gation, the terrorist disclosed that his two associates had 
managed to escape in a stolen jeep. Both the officers started 
chasing the terrorists without any loss of time. 

Finally Shri Ram Kumar and Shri Raj Pal Singh came face 
to face with dreaded terrorists after three hours of hot pur¬ 
suit. Both the officers jumped out of their vehicles and 
grappled with the terrorists and captured them. The terro¬ 
rists were later identified as Bahadur Singh and Rajinder Singh 
both of Tam Taran. On interrogation, they revealed that 
they were not only involved in Daryapur massacre of 36 bus 
passangers but were also involved in a number of murder 
and dacoily cases. 

In this encounter, Shri Ram Kumar, Deputy Superintendent 
of Police, and Shri Raj Pal Singh, Inspector of Police (now 
Deputy Superintendent of Police), displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On the 29th June, 1988, at about 1345 hours, information 
was received that extremist Sukhvinder Singh alongwith his 
associate, well armed, was seen moving in village Dayal 
Bharang. Shri Kishan Chand, Assistant Commandant, 24 
Battalion, Central Reserve Police Force, immediately chalked 
out a plan to cordon the village and went for checking the 
suspected hide-outs. When the police party reached near the 
pulses crop fields, it came under heavy fire from the terro¬ 
rists. They immediately took cover in the crop, which saved 
casualties. This followed heavy exchange of fire for about 
five minutes, and thereafter the terrorists started retreating. 
To foil their attempt to escape, Shri Kishan Chand alongwith 
Constable Shambhu Prasad left their position and rushed for¬ 
ward un-noticed to out-flank them. They by-passed the re¬ 
treating terrorists in the crop field, took position behind a 
natural cover and waited for the terrorists to come. As they 
were lying in wait, they saw two armed terrorists emerging 
out of pulses crops. Before Shri Kishan Chand could chal¬ 
lenge them to surrender, the terrorists opened fire on them 
with automatic weapons. Shri Kishan Chand and Shri 
Shambhu Prasad ducked for cover and saved themselves. 
Before the terrorists could fire again, with quick reflection, 
Shri Kishan Chand and Constable Shambhu Prasad simul¬ 
taneously fired from their weapons and killed both the terro¬ 
rists on the spot.

Laxman Singh and four other personnel headed towards 
Kohali for laying a naka. Enroute he was informed by a 
villager ihat five armed terrorists had been seen going along 
Lahore canal towards Kohali. Instead of chnsung the terro¬ 
rists Shri Yadav decided to lay a naka 500 Metres from 
Lahore canal bridge and waited for the terrorists to come, 

At about 1800 hours five persons were seen approaching 
along Lahore Canal, across Kohali village. Shri Yadav im¬ 
mediately ordered his men to take positions and simultaneously 
challenged them to stop and surrender. On this, tho terro¬ 
rists at once brought out their weapons hidden under shawls 
and opened fire on the police party. This followed heavy 
exchange of fire, which fasted for about half an hour. One 
of the terrorists, moved to the left and through heavy firing 
from AK-47 Chinese assault rifle, was not allowing the police 
party to close-in. In order to remove the stiff resistance put 
up by this terrorist, Shri Yadav ordered Constable Laxman 
Singh (o move to his left and engage the terrorists to divert 
bis attention so that he could close-in, to secure fatal hit. 
As Constable Laxman Singh dashed to his left, he came under 
heavy fire by the terrorist. Underterred and in complete dis¬ 
regard to his personal safety, he continued crawling till ho 
reached at an advantageous place from where he could effec¬ 
tively engage the terrorist. Firing from a new position 
diverted tho attention of the terrorist. Shri Yadav without 
caring for his personal safety crawled through standing crops. 
When he was sure that he could secure a hit on the terrorist, 
he fired four shots in quick succession from his pistol and 
killed the terrorist on the spot. The dead terrorist was later 
identified os Sukhdev Singh alias Sukha Pandit of Chamiari 
village, who was responsible for murder of a number of 
innocent people. However, the remaining four terrorists 
managed to escape through standing crops and under covet 
of elephant grass. 

In this encounter, Shri K. D. Yadav, Sub-Inspector of 
Police, and Shri Laxman Singh, Constable, displayed cons¬ 
picuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 9th May, 1988, at about 12.30 P.M. Central 
Reserve Police Force Control Room received information 
regarding illegal construction of a wall near Prasad point 
outside the Golden Temple Complex. This was part of 
fortification which had been going on in the Golden Temple 
Complex for the last couple of weeks. The illegal construc¬ 
tion was aimed at acquiring access to an abandoned three- 
storied building which would have given the terrorists con¬ 
siderable tactical advantage over the Central Reserve Police 
Force pickets outside the Complex. 

Shri Nand Lai, Commandant of 49 Battalion deployed 
around Golden Temple, informed Shri Sarbdeep Singh 
Virk, Deputy Inspector General of Police, Central Reserve 
Police Force, of this development, who rushed to the spot, 
accompanied by his Staff Officer Shri Ramesh Chander 
Sethi, Assistant Commandant and senior Superintendent of 
Police, Amritsar. Shri Nand Lai and Superintendent of 
Police (City), Amritsar, also joined them. On reaching the 
spot, these officers found the objectionable construction In 
progress. When efforts to suspend the construction failed, 
the Police and Central Reserve Police Force jawans were 
ordered to demolish the partiully constructed wall and to 
stop further construction. As the demolition work started, 
the terrorists from inside the Goldon Temple Complex 
opened fire with automatic weapons without giving any 
time to the PoHce party to take cover. Shri Sarbdeep Singh 
Virk, was seriously injured in the firing. Though injured, 
Shri Virk took out his personal weapon and engaged the 
terrorists from his position leading the central Reserve) 
Police Force and Punjab Police Officers and men in the 
exchange of fire. 

Shri Nand Lai, Conmajidant, and Shri Ramesh Chander 
Sethi, Assistant Commandant, who wer 0 standing close to 
Shri Virk immediately covered Shri Virk and engaged the 
terrorists with their weapons tactically changing their 
positions, thereby not permitting genny more injury to. Shri 
Virk, but unmindful of danger to their own lives. Efforts 
of these officers enabled Shri Virk to move to a safer 
distance from the range of terrorists firing. As the firing was 
going on, Shri Virk accompanied by Senior Superintendent 
of Police, Amritsar had to run through bullets, taking posi¬ 
tion intermittently. Shri Nand Lai and Shri Ramesh Chander 
Sethi and other officers provided the covering fire, themselves 
facing heavy automatic fire of terrorists. The Senior Super¬ 
intendent of Police. Amritsar, managed to get somebody’s 
scooter os no vehicle or people were available on the 
streets due to heavy firing and drove Shri Virk to SGTB 
Hospital for medical aid. 

When Shri Virk wa* evacuated, Shri Nand Lai, Shri 
Ramesh Chandcr Sethi and other officers moved into diffe¬ 
rent areas around the Golden Temple Complex, and by 
changing tactics, kept the terrorists totally pinned down and 
helped hundreds of civiliens, stranded .in lanes and shops to 
reach safely, away from the range of firing, risking their 
own life, but without fear. 

In this encounter, Shri Sarbdeep Singh Virk, Deputy 
Inspector General of Police, Shri Nand Lai, Commandant, 
and Sbri Ramesh Chander Sethi, Assistant Commandant, 
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displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage nnd devotion to 
duty of a high order.
